Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Population. 

The  total  population  of  Holderness  has  remained1  about 
the  same  as  last  year,  i.e.,  19,050.  This  includes  members 
of  the  armed  forces. 


Birth  Rate. 

Tor  the  current  year  1952,  the  birth  rate  has  risen 
moderately.  You  will  remember  that  last  year  the  rate  con- 
tinued  to  fall  from  the  high  figures  during  and  after  the  war, 
dropping  to  only  13.12  per  1,000  from  18.4  during  1949.  This 
year  (1952)  209  live  births  occurred,  giving  a rate  of  14.12  per 
1,000  population,  increased  to  15.25  when  the  comparability 
t a c tor  is  ap  p 1 i ed . 1 1 was  s u gg  es  t ed  t h a t t he  sc  a r < * i t y o f 
housing  accommodation  and  the  increasing  cost  of  living  may 
be  a factor  in  limiting  the  birth  rate.  The  housing  problem 
is  certainly  being  relieved  and  many  more  young  people  have 
houses  of  their  own  in  which  to  bring  up  their  families  instead 
of  being  lodgers,  living  cramped  and  restricted  lives.  On  the 
other  hand,  over  the  whole  country  the  birth  rate  continues 
to  decline,  being  15.3  per  1,000  as  against  15.5  last  year  and 
15.8  in  1950.  The  birth  rate  in  the  small  towns  is  higher 
than  in  the  rural  areas  at  15.5  per  1,000  population. 


Deaths. 


106  males  and  109  females  died  during  1952,  a total  of 
215,  2 fewer  than  1951,  giving  a death  rate  of  11.28  per  1,000, 
which  has  been  about  the  average  for  the  past  ten  or  twelve 

i cat  ion  of  the  comparability  factor  brings  this 
rate  to  10.04,  which  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  whole 
country  of  11.3  and  that  for  the  small  towns  11.2. 

Of  the  215  deaths,  nearly  three-quarters  were  due  to  four 
main  causes — Heart  Disease,  Cancer,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage 


years.  The  appl 
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(Stroke)  and  Arterial  Disease.  Heart  Disease,  which  includes 
Coronary  Thrombosis,  Agina,  Valcular  Disease,  etc.,  is  the 
greatest  single  cause  o-f  death.  61  people  died;  from  this  cause, 
i.e.,  one  out  of  every  34  deaths. 

Of  the  sub-divisions  of  Heart  Disease,  Coronary  Throm- 
bosis and  Angina  appear  to  be  more  frequent  causes  during 
the  last  few  years.  Cancer  comes  next  with  36  deaths,  then 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (32)  and  Arterial  Disease  (21)  chiefly 
due  to  Sehlerosis  or  hardening  of  the  arteries. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

We  are  again  fortunate  that  there  were  no  deaths  from 
pregnancy,  child  birth  or  abortion  during  the  year.  For  the 
whole  country  496  women  died  as  the  result  of  complications 
of  pregnancy,  about  one  for  every  1,390  births,  which  is  an 
improvement  on  1951. 

Infant  Mortality— Still  Birth  Rate. 

Over  and  above  the  269  live  births  there  were  9 still  births, 
giving  a still  birth  rate  of  0.47  per  1,000  population,  which 
is  a little  higher  than  last  year.  The  rate  for  the  whole 
country  is  0,35,  rising  in  the  small  towns  to  0,36.  None  of 
these  still  births  was  illegitimate. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate. 

During  the  year,  8 of  the  live  births  died,  6 boys  and 
2 girls,  and  of  these  8,  4 boys  and  1 girl  died  during  the  first 
four  weeks  of  life.  One  of  (lie  girls  was  illegitimate.  Four 
of  the  five  infants  who  died  during  the  first  four  weeks  died 
in  hospital,  3 from  Congenital  defects  which  could  not  be 
cured  and  1 two  days  old  from  prematurity.  The  other  child, 
aged  3 weeks,  died  at  home  from  acute  enteritis  (diarrhoea). 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  30  per  1,000  live  births;  the 
rate  for  the  whole  country  is  27.6.  and  25.8  for  the  small 
towns. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  recognised  from  the  falling 
death  rate,  due  to  advances  in  medicine  and  hygiene  and 
sanitary  science,  that  people  are  living  longer;  the  expecta- 
tion of  life  has  increased  by  about  10  years  compared  with 
only  50  years  ago.  Add  to  this  the  falling  birth  rate  and  one 
has  to  face  the  fact  that  present  and  future  generations  will 
have  to  pay  for  the  upkeep  of  the  old,  in  increasing  propor- 
tions, if  the  present  retiring  or  pensionable  age  is  kept.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  present  trends  in  Geriatrics  or  the 
study  and  treatment  of  old  people,  suggest  that  retirement 
from  active  work  often  leads  to  mental  and  physical  deteriora- 
tion unless  some  active  and  absorbing  interest  in  life  is  found.

ning  in  January,  it  spread  slowly  through  February,  reaching 
its  height  in  March  and  slowly  subsiding  in  April  and  May, 
but  sporadic  cases  continued  throughout  the  year. 


Whooping  Cough. 

Most  of  the  cases  occurred,  during  the  first  quarter,  with 
a few  in  April  and  May.  W hooping  Cough  is  now  recognised 
as  the  No.  1 cause  of  infantile  and  childish  ill  health.  A 
greatly  improved  vaccine  for  the  prevention  of  this  disease 
has  been  made  after  much  research,  and  parents  should  ask 
for  it  as  soon  as  the  child  is  over  six  months.  It  is  free  to 
all,  and  therefore  somewhat  neglected. 


Diphtheria. 

Since  1945,  no  notifications  of  Diphtheria  have  been 
received,  and  no  deaths,  bui  as  only  67%  of  children  have 
received  protective  inoculation,  the  position  is  not  too  secure, 
and  all  parents  are  urged  to  have  their  children  protected 
and  to  keep  up  this  fine  record  for  Holderness. 
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It  is  noted  that  the  rate  of  the  decline  in  deaths  from 
Diphtheria  for  England  and  Wales  has  practically  halted, 
only  2 Jess  than  in  1951,  which  was  33,  In  1950  the  number 
was  49.

Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea.

from  Enteritis  (Acute  Diarrhoea) 


Enteritis  is  due  to  the  stomach  and  bowels  becoming 
infected  by  germs.  Where  do  the  germs  come  from  and  how 
do  they  get  into  the  child  ? There  is  no  doubt  that  there  are 
two  main  ways.  One,  food  or  milk  which  has  been  exposed 
to  fly  infection.  Flies  are  notoriously  dirty  feeders,  living 
ch  iefly  on  refuse,  rotting  food  and  lavatory  middens,  and 
they  have  a very  nasty  habit  of  vomiting  what  they  have 
previously  eaten  just  before  beginning  on  something  fresh — 
baby’s  milk  or  food'  for  preference. 

Two,  infected  hands.  People  do  not  realise  that  after 
using  the  lavatory  their  hands  are  dirty  and  must  be  washed 
with  soap  and  water.  If  they  neglect  to  do  this,  they  are 
the  germ  carriers,  and  if  they  neglect  to  wash  their  hands 
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after  rising  the  lavatory  and  before  preparing  food,  they  are 
a menace  to  their  family  and  to  the  general  public  ii 
employed  in  a food  store  or  factory.

There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  last  year,  but  the  number  of  deaths 
has  fallen  in  recent  years.  There  is  much  research  work  vet 
to  be  done  in  protective  inoculation  against  Tuberculosis, 
such  as  has  been  done  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough,  but  the  latest  B.O.tx.  vaccine  will  help  prevention 
of  the  disease  when  it  is  more  widely  used. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

National  Health  Service. 

Hospital  treatment  is  provided  for  in  this  area  chiefly 
at  Hull  Infirmary  and  Westwood  Hospital  at  Beverley,  where 
there  are  full  facilities  for  X ray  and  laboratory  examination. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  also  provided  for  at  the 
Research  Laboratory,  High  Street,  Hull,  chiefly  for  examina- 
tion of  bacterial  infections  of  food,  water,  etc. 

Hospitals  and  out-patient  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  are  part  of  the  Health  Service. 

The  County  Council  provide  services  for  the  care  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  infants,  including  the 
unmarried  mother  and  child  at  clinics. 
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Domiciliary  midwifery,  health  visitors,  home  nursing, 
arrangements  for  vaccinations  and  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough,  ambulance  service  and 
home  help  service. 

Under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  County 
Council  became  responsible  for  the  provision  of  accommoda- 
tion of  all  persons  who  by  reason  of  age,  infirmity  or  any 
other  circumstances,  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  other 
than  medical  or  nursing'  cases,  and  further,  for  the  provision 
of  a Welfare  Service  for  the  blind,  deaf  or  dumb,  and  other 
persons  who  are  substantially  and  permanently  handicapped 
by  illness,  injury  or  congenital  deformity,  or  such  other 
disabilities  as  may  be  sanctioned  bv  the  Minister  of  Health. 
Persons  requiring  regular  medical  or  sick  nursing  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

No  action  was  taken  by  your  Council  under  Sec.  47  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  but  when  and  where 
necessary,  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  owing  to  age 
were  admitted  by  Voluntary  Action  to  one  of  the  County 
old  people’s  residences  with  tire  active  co-operation  of  the 
Conn  tv  Co  unci  1 .

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Weather  and  Rainfall. 

The  average  rainfall  for  I lie  first  3 months  was  5.14 
inches,  which  is  1.5  inches  less  than  the  average  of  the  last 
5 years.  M )i'il  added  1.3  inches,  making  6.43  inches  for  4 
months,  compared  with  8.63  inches  for  the  preceding  five 
yearly  averages.  By  the  end  of  November  the  average  rain- 
fall reached  33.58,  only  half  an  inch  less  than  the  correspond- 
ing five  yearly  average.  The  rainfall  for  (lie  Hoklerneiss 
district  was  among  the  lowest  for  the  East  Riding. 


Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  by  statute  by  the  Hull  Corporation 
Water  Authority.  The  water  is  frequently  tested1,  chemically 
and  bacteriohvgically , and  is  pure,  if  hard. 

During  the  year,  1,331  yards  of  water  mains  were  laid 
to  serve  various  Council  housing  sites;  7,540  yards  of 
additional  mains  were  laid  for  farm  services. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  new  filtration  sewage  disposal  works  at  Patrington 
came  into  use  the  latter  end  of  (he  year  and  is  working  very 
successfully  after  some  initial  teething  troubles.  This  is  a 
big  step  forward  in  the  scheme  for  sewage  disposal  and 
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stimulates  one’s  interest  in  the  all  over  scheme  for  Holdernesis 
and  forward  our  hopes  that  one  day  the  streams  and  dykes 
in  your  area  will  be  free  from  sewage  pollution  and  make 
Isaac  Walton  wish  lie  was  alive  again. 

Conversion  of  Privies  and  Pail  Closets. 

This  work  is  urged  wherever  possible,  i.e.,  adequate 
sewage  disposal,  whether  into  main  sewers  or  cesspools  is 
possible. 

Public  Cleansing. 

No  variation  has  been  made  in  the  system  of  cleansing 
this  year,  as  the  present  system  is  working  satisfactorily.

Bye-laws  under  the  provisions  of  (Section  15  of  the  Act 
are  in  operation,  and  inspections  of  the  various  premises 
within  the  purview  of  the  regulations  have  been  regular. 
Routine  supervision  of  the  preparation  of  retail  products, 
chiefly  at  butchers’  premises,  inspection  of  factory  canteens, 
fried  fish  shops,  and  grocery  and  confectionery  shops,  was 
carried  on  to  maintain  cleanliness  in  food  preparation. 
Premises  supervised  under  the  regulations  are  in  possession 
of  copies  of  the  bye-laws. 

Retail  food  shops  have  been  requested  to  prohibit  the 
entry  of  dogs  into  their  shops,  and  notices  to  this  effect  are 
displayed  in  all  food'  shops. 

Supervision  of  retail  milk  distribution  was  maintained 
and  sampling  of  milk  for  bacteriological  and  biological 
ex  a m i n a t i ons  c o n tin  u ed . 

Food  Poisoning.

Main  extensions  were  carried  out  by  the  Hull 
Corporation  at  the  Council's  request  to  supply  new  Housing 
Estates  and  outlying  farms  and  comprised  158  yards  of  2" 
water  main,  3,802  yards  of  3"  mains,  and  4,91 1 yards  of 
4"  mains.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Scavenging. 

Public  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  from 
each  of  the  39  parishes  and  refuse  is  collected  weekly  in  all 
districts  except  the  outlying  houses  in  a few  parishes. 

The  vehicles  available  for  this  service  are  4 Bedford 
refuse  vehicles,  which  have  travelled  38,431  miles,  and  over 
4,680  tons  of  refuse  have  been  collected  and  disposed  of. 
Long  and  uneconomical  hauls  are  inevitable  in  an  area  of 
this  kind,  where  facilities  for  tipping  present  an  ever-growing 
difficulty.  Since  this  scheme  was  inaugurated  in  1945,  there 
has  been  an  increase  of  some  700  houses,  including  Council 
Estates,  and  the  inclusion  of  ai  collection  from  an  R.A.F, 
station  lias  thrown  an  additional  strain  on  the  service. 

Sickness  and  holidays  with  pay  means  further  re- 
organisation of  a staff  kept  down  to  an  absolute  minimum. 
Repairs  are  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  own  repair  depot 
at  Skirlaugh,  and  represents  not  only  a financial  saving  to 
the  ratepayers,  but  also  means  that  no  lorry  has  been  off 
the  service  for  as  much  as  a full  working  day. 

The  acquisition  of  suitable  tips  is  becoming  a»  great 
difficulty,  and  the  CbunciPs  main  tip  at  Aldbrough  is  being 
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filled  up  rapidly.  The  maintenance  of  the  tips  is  under  the 
constant  supervision  of  the  'Council’s  Pest  Officer,  and  con- 
trolled tipping  is  practised  as  far  as  possible.  Top  soil  which 
was  readily  available  from  gravel  pits  is  now  difficult  to 
obtain. 

Nightsoil. 

Two  vehicles  are  maintained  for  this  service,  which  is 
given  to  all  the  main  villages  and  built-up  areas. 

Since  this  scheme  was  inaugurated  in  1946,  many  ashpits 
have  been  con  verted  to  pail  closets  in  order  that  the  occupants 
may  receive  the  benefit  of  the  collection. 

In  this  case,  there  is  a ready  sale  to  market  growers  and 
farmers  and  no  difficulty  is  experienced  in  disposal. 

Oe  s s pool  E MPT  yin  g . 

The  department  is  responsible  for  this  service,  where 
three  Bedford  Eagle  vehicles  are  in  operation  for  the  empty- 
ing of  watertight  cesspools  for  private  and  Council  property, 
the  d ©sludging  of  small  sewage  disposal  plants  on  housing 
sites  and  the  cleansing  of  village  drains.  The  amount  of 
work  done  by  these  vehicles  is  rapidly  increasing  and  the 
substantial  increase  in  work  on  Council  sites  and  sewage  works 
tends  to  reduce  the  amount  of  time  available  for  privately- 
owned  houses.  The  service  offered  remains  the  cheapest  avail- 
able in  the  absence  of  village  disposal  works,  but  means  of 
disposal  remains  a problem. 

The  use  of  agricultural  land  is  seasonable,  otherwise  the 
use  of  the  sewage  plants  is  effected  wherever  the  size  of  the 
plant  allows.  Here  again  long  hauls  by  petrol  driven  vehicles 
to  suitable  sites  of  disposal  renders  the  cost  more  expensive 
than  it  used  to  be  when  first  inaugurated.

LOCAL  AT  THOR  IT  I LS  HOUSING  SCHEMES. 

Despite  the  rising  costs  of  building,  it  is  the  Council’s 
intention  to  maintain  a steady  rate  of  building  of  Council 
Houses  and  during"  the  year  98  houses  were  completed,  with 
a further  98  in  course  of  erection  and  in  approved  tenders. 
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Increased  building1  costs  and  increased  rates  of  interest 
inevitably  mean  higher  rents  and  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  raise  the  rents  to  13s.  6d.  Despite  the  increase  the  demand 
for  Council  Houses  remains  high  and  the  waiting  list  shows 
9*57  applicants  against  863  last  year.

In  the  Housing  Survey  carried  out  six  years  ago,  it  was 

found  that  18%  of  the  total  houses  in  the  district  are  classed 

as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  no  doubt  many  of  the 

«- 

tenants  in  column  (2)  above  are  applicants  from  these  houses. 
Because  of  the  Bent  Restriction  Acts,  whereby  owners  find 
it  economically  unsound  to  carry  out  repairs,  action  under 
the  Housing  Act  should  be  confined  to  ensuring  that  houses 
where  the  tenants  have  been  allocated  a Council  House  should 
no  longer  be  used  for  human  habitation.  Under  the  Rent 
Restriction  Acts  the  owners  of  such  property  would  probably 
disagree  that  the  houses  are  not  capable  of  being  rendered  fit 
at  a reasonable  expense  and  they  should  be  given  every  oppor- 
tunity of  availing  themselves  of  the  grants  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1949.  In  this  way,  such  old  houses  might  be  saved  for 
a further  period  of  useful  life,  although  I am  of  the  opinion 
that  such  grants  will  be  found  to  be  of  more  use  for  better 
class  property.  Action  is,  however,  taken  under  Section  11, 
Housing  Act,  1936,  to  ensure  that  either  repairs  are  carried 
out  or  Demolition  Orders  are  made. 

Action  under  Section  9 is  almost  precluded  at  the  present 
time. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS . 

When  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was  passed',  it  was 
never  envisaged  that  within  3 years  another  world  war  would 
render  the  Housing  situation  so  aaute  that  moveable  dwellings 
would  be  used  for  permanent  occupation  away  from  the 
built-up  areas. 


The  position,  due  to  the  passing  of  the  Town  and  Country 
Planning  Act,  has  further  complicated  the  situation  and  it  is 
very  difficult  to  legislate  for  the  present  static  caravan  dweller 
using  laws  designed  for  temporary  or  holiday  dwelling. 
During  and  after  the  war,  the  posit  ion  deteriorated  rapidly, 
possibly  because  of  the  difference  in  rating  charges ; efforts  to 
bring  the  population  back  to  permanent  dwelling  houses  is  not 
meeting  with  great  success. 

It  seems,  therefore,  that  sites  should  be  provided  with 
adequate  facilities.  One  such  camp  is  now  being  prepared 
by  the  'Council  for  the  re-erection  of  substandard  houses  in 
danger  of  collapse  through  erosion  of  the  cliffs  and  for  the 
grouping  of  caravans  used  by  the  true  caravaner.  The  site 
is  to  be  provided  with  water,  sewers,  shop  and  cafe  and 
properly  screened  with  trees  and  shrubs.
